Demange and Labori, the Judges, 
and others gathered in a group around the 
anthropometer. 

Dreyfus appeared to be stupefied by the 
comparatively incomprehensible jargon, and 
many of the audience left the court.

In this case the handwriting was dis- 
guised.

After this M. Bertillon pointed out that 
five questions in the bordereau were traced 
in the same manner, and added:

ments when I was summoned to the Cherch 
Midi prison by Major d’Ormescheville. The 
Major explained that he wished my per- 
sonal. opinion on cryptographic methods. 
sympathetic inks, etc., which might help the 
family of Dreyfus in corresponding with 
him. ‘he request was partly due to the 
fact that a number of letters addressed to 
the prisoner by his family had been re- 
ceived by the officials. 

During the course of the Seb Major 

d'Ormescheville produced one of these let- 
ters. I had hardly cast my eyes on it when 
I was astounded to notice the same kind of 
a negative O with which I had been 80 
struck. It was in a letter W Mme. Drei- 
kus.“ 
The specialist then pointed out how he 
found the same peculiarities of Dreyfus’ 
handwriting in the letters of other members 
of his family, and proceeded to give a long 
and perfectly unintelligible exposition, de- 
signed to. demonstrate that this proves the 
n. of the prisoner. 


Makes the Audience Laugh, 

The audience, quite in the dark regarding 
the meaning of the technicalities, punctu- 
ated the queer expressions of the anthropo- 
meter with peals of laughter. The 
of the court-martial evidently tried hard to 
understand, while Dreyfus appeared fa- 
tigued, but endéavored to follow the argu- 
ments. 

“My theory,” continued the witness, 
„as, in 1894, considered by the Ministry of 
War to be favorable to the prisoner.

Wher I spoke of the fabrication of 
the bordereau he exclaimed: . 0. the wretch. 
He saw me write, then.“ 

1 did not hear the remark, but when it 
was repeated to me it was a revelation, for, 
if innocent, the word ‘fabrication’ would 
have delighted instead of frightening him.” 


‘Dreyfus Listens Impassively. 

Dreyfus listened to this ti- 
rade. 

The audience again became animated when

dereau was fabricated by ms cit ¢ a key 
word.

MICHIGAN CITY PRISON OFFICIALS 
ABANDON OLD SYSTEM. 

Warden Harley States That the New 
orser Is in the Line of Reform and 
That Prisoners Are Benefited by 
the Change—One Object Is to Avoid 
Permanently Marking Convicts— 
Improvement Is Pointed Out~—Some 
ot Former Finn. 


Marching convicts in lockst has been 
abolished at the Michigan 1 Ind., peni- 
tentiary. It was accounted a brutalizing and 
needless measure that had been outgrown, © 
and its abolition was brought about in the in- 
terest of prison reform. In some other pris- 
ons * Nain of marching has been done 
away or reasons that appealed to the | 
Wardens of those penitentiaries. 

Warden Harley of Michigan City peniten- 
tlary, the State prison of Indiana, said the 
reason for abolishing the lockstep in the 
institution over which he presides is that it 
was @ regulation of the prison that served 
only to humiliate the convicts. 

The lockstep is given that name because in 
marching the toe of the convict is almost 
touching the heel of the one immediately 
ahead of him, and the man behind keeps his 
right hand on the right shoulder of the man 
in front. A column of men marching in 
lockstep swings along in what seems a solid, 
swaying, shuffling line. It is unlike the 
marching of soldiers or the free walking of 
anybody else, and it is argued that after 
years of this drill a man acquires a gait that 
marks him for life. . 


Improvement Among Prisoners. 
Among the convicts Warden Harley said 
he found reason to feel that the change 
was a wise one. He said they appreciated 
the change and the result had been a bene- 
fit to the management of the prison. 
“The abolition of the lockstep has had 


Harley. ‘‘ The purpose of prisons should 

be reformatory. Men should be, made bet- 

ter there and not worse. We have abolished 

the lash also, and solitary confinement is 

rarely resorted to. We have placed the 

men on their honor in so far as is possible 

and the general results are for the better. 
All of the old systems that were brutalizing 

and humiliating should be done away with 

to make place for modern reformatory 

plans. I find that the argument that aboli- 

tion of the lockstep militates against facility 

in handling the prisoners is a mistake. We 

handle the ee here as easily as we 
did before.” 


Stick to Old Method. 

At the Joliet penitentiary, Warden Mur- 
phy said he found the lockstep was a safer 
way of marching the convicts. They were 
moved in a more compact mass and could 
be more easily guarded than if they were 
marched in open order. He said it gave 
better discipline, and men could be moved 
about in bodies niore quickly. Warden Mur- 
phy said he did not believe the gait ac- 
quired in the lockstep marked prisoners for 
life. 

At the Kansas State penitentiary at Leav- 
enworth the lockstep is in vogue and the 
officials say that no change from it is con- 
templated. 

At the federal prison at Fort Leaven- 
worth the convicts do not march in lock- 
step but in twos and fours. This custom 
was adopted when the prison was exclu- 
sively for military prisoners, and when it 
was made a civil prison the marching cus- 
tom was retained. 


Defended by 
Warden McClaughry, who is in charge of 
the federal prison there, said he did not be- 


eve the lockstep set a man in a gait that! 


remained with him for life unless he had 
been often in prison and had served many 
years. 

“The lockstep was adopted in recent 
years, he said, for convenience in hand- 
ling prisoners when moving them about in 
numbers. It keeps them closer together 
and the line does not spread out. They are, 
therefore, more easily guarded. 

It is my belief that the locksten when 
used but a few moments at a time and in the 
aggregate only a matter of fifteen minutes 
a day, leaves no effect on the carriage of the 
convicts, and it certainly, through keeping 
the body of convicts compact together while 
in movement, enables the keepers to main- 
tain much better discipline than while 
marching in open order. While I will not 
return to the lockstep in this prison, I think 
the keeper is placed at a disadvantage in his 
supervision of the convicts while marching 
in open order, which I shall endeavor to 
overcome. 


Abolished at Waupun. 

The lockstep was relegated to history at 
the penitentiary at Waupun, Wis., several 
years ago. 

Prisoners at the reformatory at Jefferson 
ville, Ind., have not been made to march in 
lockstep for four years. Superintendent A. 
T. Hart of that institution said the reason 
for its abolition there was that it was a 
brutal custom that was not, necessary to 
discipline, but which had a bad effect on 
the prisoners.

| FORBES’ 


HE ‘DRPRATS 
BRATS Tu CONSTABLE, 


Fast Battie Between the Chicago 
Featherweights at the Star Theater 

Is Followed by the Attempt ot a 
Constable to serve a Watrant on 
the Winner — Scrimmage on the 
Stage Results and the . Makes 
Hi 


Harry Forbes, Billy Rotchford, and a 
constable from a South Side justice court 
were the principal performers at the Star 
Theater last night and the first named 
scored a dual victory. In his six-round bout 
with Rotchford he was given the decision 
and in his encounter with the minion of the 
law he emerged a winner. 

The large crowd present was quite un- 
prepared for the little drama that followed 
the windup. It had seen a contest as fast 
and fierce as any seen in this city for a 
long time; had seen Referee Hogan lead 
Forbes to the front of the stage as the win- 
ner; had just begun to break forth in wild 
applause. and then saw the hero of the 
fight caught hurriedly in the arms of 
seconds and hurried through the ropes. 

The hurried exit, without even a smile 
or bow in return for the plaudits. in his 
behalf, was a matter of wonderment to the 
crowd, and when next moment the form of 
a burly man was seen struggling on the 
stage, with two or three men trying to 
impede his passage to the rooms below, tite 
wonderment increased. 

The big man wrestled with those in the 
pathway and then made a motion as if to 
draw a pistol. He was promptly grabbed 
round the waist and it was not until three 
policemen jumped on the stage that he was 
able to explain his mission. 

Forbes had meanwhile taken good ad- 
vant of the delay. He hurried down 
the winding stair leading to his dressing- 
room, snatched up his clothes, and with 
nothing on but his fighting trunks scooted 
through the cellar door, jumped into a cab, 
and was soon safe out of the reach of his 
pursuer. 


Constable Loses His Diamond. 

In the little scuffle on the stage the con- 
stable—for such the burly man proved to be 
—had his hat smashed in and lost his dia- 
mond ring. He made a gallant struggle to 
capture his man, but with two or three 
friends of the fleeing fighter occupying the 
narrow alley leading to the stairway and a 
second hanging to his coat tails his passage 
was slow. | 

It transpired that when Forbes was in 
training for his previous bout with Rotch- 
ford he engaged training quarters at Lake 
Senachwine, Illinois. When the landlord 
presented his bill, Forbes says, it came to 
nearly twice as much aa the rate agree 
upon and the little Chicago fighter réfu 
to pay it. The warrant for his arrest which 
the constable tried to serve last night was 
the outcome of the difficulty. 

Early in the evening the constable ap- 
peared at the door of the theater and was 
advised that it would be dangerous to try 
to take Forbes before his match was over, 
and they promised to turn him over as soon 
as the bout was fintshed. The quick action 
taken by Forbes and his seconds frustrated 
this part of the plan. Jesse Bennett, who 
was one of Forbes’ training party, was 
found outside the theater and served with a 
warrant. 


Featherweights Battle Hard. 

Prospects of a spirited battle between the 
two crack featherweights.drew a large 
crowd, and it was repaid by a contest re- 
plete with good work and full of excitement 
from start to finish. The unfortunate end- 
ing of the previous meeting, added to the 
fact that there was some I!!l-feeling between 
the two boys, incited both to battle des- 
perately for the decision. 

They met at 120 pounds and it was an- 
nounced that both had weighed in under the 
mark. Rotchford appeared with his left 
arm bandaged at the elbow. 

At the sound of the bell Rotchford as- 
sumed the aggressive, and it was not many 
seconds before they were hard at work. 
Rotchford sent his right to the ribs and a 
clinesh followed, in which both sent in 
punches. Rotchford hooked his right to the. 
head, and a fierce mixup brought the crowd 
to its feet in wild excitement. Hogan was 


kept busy trying to separate the contestants. 


Forbes tripped over his opponent’s leg and 
fell to the floor. His seconds claimed Rotch- 
ford had back-heeled him and claimed foul, 
which was not allowed. Fast fighting con- 
tinued until the end of the round. : 

Forbes got in a left on the face at the 
opening of the second round. The great 
speed was maintained, and save for a few 
seconds of sparring the boys were going at 
each other hard all the While.

men assert that all were consigned to be 
sold to the highest bidder, and the prices 
obtained were higher than the same sort 
of cattle brought a year ago. As a sample, 
a steer weighing 1,500 pounds was sold for 
$5.75 a hundred. The same kind. of a steer 
sold at even $5 in August, 1898. 

“To understand what that advance means 
to the packer,’’ 
large packing-house, it must be under- 
stood first that the advance in the price is 
paid by the packer. This advance of $11.25 
on a 1,500 pound animal does not mean an 
advance of that much to be added to the 
price of 1,500 pounds af beef.

Many are suffering from scurvy and frozen 
limbs, several are on crutches, and all are 

broken down physically and financially. 
William Harrison and A. Lathrop of Peli- 
can Rapids, Minn., and R. Leary of Edger- 
ton, Wis., three of a party of nine that left 
Edmonton in April of last year, suffered 
many hardships, narrowly escaping starva- 
tion several times. They owe their lives to 


the relief parties sent out by the Hudson 


Bay company at the orders of the Canadian 
govérnment. Harris lost the toes off one 
foot and is on crutches. As the toes were 
chopped off, an amputation will be neces- 
sary. Lathrop is a scurvy victim and was 
brought in on a stretcher 2 Dease Lake 
to Glenora. 

Thomas Gagnon of Butte, Mont., tells a 
story of escapes from drowning and starva- 
tion. With two companions and forty-five 
horses he left Edmonton in March last year. 
Twenty of the horses were drowned about 
thirty miles above Athabasca Landing, 
where the water route was abandoned for 
the land trail by way of St. John's Landing, 
Once, when they ran short of provisions, a 
horse was killed and the flesh eaten. Later, 
in December, Fort Nelson was reached and 
the horses numbered thirteen. Jones, one of 
the party, remained thert while Edward Bar- 


‘ton and Gagnon started for Liard Post in the 
-dead of winter, when the thermometer reg- 


istered 60° below zero. eir camp was 
pitched wherever night overtook them.

THE TRANSVAAL. 
The British government has o more 
troops and more military stores sent -to 
south Africa. This is the answer to Presi- 
dent Kruger’s last proposal, Which con- 
tained demands which are considered inad- 
missible. But for those demands the con- 
cessions offered are about all that is asked | 
for. At the conference held with Kruger 
at Bloemfontein Sir Alfred Milner insisted 
on the granting of the right of suffrage, with 
a moderate property qualification, to all the 
uitlanders who had been five years in the 


the gold fields in the Legislature. The bill 
passed by the Volksraad made the term of 
residence seven years, which would have 
barred out temporarily the large number of 
men who went to the Transvaal in 1893, 
after the completion of the railroad to 
Johannesburg. That bill was aacceptable 
to the British government. 
President Kruger offers now 4 five years’ 
retroactive franchise, with a share in the 
election of President, and an increase of 


the gold fields. Under this schéme the uit- 
lander voters, after making allowance for 
men who would not wish to abjure their old 
allegiance and become citizens of the Trans- 
vaal, would rather outnumber the Boer 
voters, but would not be able to elect more 
than ‘a third of the members of the Volks- 
raad until there is a reapportionment, which 
will not be made in any great haste. The 
advantages of the gerrymander are as well 
understood in Africa as in the United 
States. 
President Kruger’s counter-demands are 
that Great Britain must relinquish all 
suzerainty rights over the Transvaal; must 
not use the present interference with the 
franchise question as a precedent; and must 
agree to submit to arbitration, but not to a 
foreign power, all questions in dispute not 
settled by the concessions offered. These 
are demands which might be granted in 
whole or in part by a good-natured ministry 
in return for the full concesgion to the 
uitlanders of all the rights they are entitled 
to, provided the British government had 
any confidence that the Boers would not 
abuse the grant of undisputed independence. 
Having no such confidence, President 
Kruger’s demands are deemed impossible.

CHINESE IN THE

It appears that General Otis for military 


reasons put a stop some months ago to 
Chinese migration to the Philippines. 
The former American Consul at Manila 
who is still there writes that the native 
Filipinos are strongly opposed to Chinese 
labor, and that Chinese exclusion would aid 
in bringing the war to a close. General 
Otis may be of the same opinio : 
It is strange that many Chinese should 
want to go to Luzon at this time. Af. 
fairs in the island are in an unsettled con- 
dition and Ohinamen are not fond of 
thrusting themselves into places where 


they may get hurt. The State department 


has notified the Chinese Legation of the 
reason for General Otis’ action and has 
explained that it does not co 
ernment to the permanent exclusion of the 
Chinese and that the American exclusion 
laws cannot be put in force for good with- 
out action by Congress. | 

The Chinese began ting to the 
Philippines two and a ha 
There are probably over 100,000 of them 
there now, ot whom about two-fifths live 
in Manila. They are bankers, merchants, 
shopkeepers, servants, and laborers. At 
different times the Spanish government 
was appealed to to keep the Chinese out 
of the islands, but their usefulness was 
their protection. They were better, be- 
cause steadier, workers than the natives. 


The latter after laboring for two or three 


days and earning enough to keep them 
a week quit work. The Chinese stuck to 
their tasks until they were finished, 

The Chinese government is desirous that 
the Philippines shall remain open to its 
subjects. The outlets for the surplus popu- 
lation of China are decreasing in number. 
The United States and Australia have ex- 
cluded the Chinese. The Chinese govern- 
ment will no doubt remonstrate energetical- 
ly against the closing of the door of the 
Philippines. 

The question of Chinese exclusion is a 


rather important one, to de settled de- 


liberately by Congress, A conclusion must 
be reached first as*to whether there is need 
of more Chinese labor tn the Philippines 
for the purpose of developing their natural 
resources. No white labor will be displaced 
nor will Chinese in the Philippines be al- 
lowed to reach the United States. And 
finally, if American terete In the Philip- 
pines are not affected injuriously by leav- 
ing open the door to the Chinese, it should 
be ascertained whether their exclusion will 
affect injuriously American interests in 
China.

IR EDWIN ARNOLD has strayed 
from the companionship of his Jap- 
anese wife long enough to translate 
a Persian book—the “ Gulistan,” of 
the ancient Persian poet, traveler, 
and philosopher, Sa’di of Shiraz, who died 
* year 1292 at the mature age—so legend 
‘gays—of 108. Sir Edwin has rendered the 
fret four babs of the anecdotes of Sa di 
into English prose and, xerse. 
The prose is better /t the verse, but 
both are needlessly ma by the profusion 
of Persian words mixed/in with the Eng- 
lish. This may display the learning of Sir 
Bdwin Arnold, but it exdeperates the read- 

er. Pedantry of this so 


is one of the pet 
weaknesses of the author e Light of 
Asa, and it grows worse, like, the gout, 


with the advance of age. At this rate, by 
the time he reaches the vene e of 
a di he will write his English all for- 


language. 

Ai himself was a most Christian sort 
of Mohammedan, which can hardly be ac- 
counted for by the fact that a pious Cru- 
aer near Jerusalem once ran his Chris- 
tian spear through the gentle philosopher's 
shoulder. He commends himself to our 
moral judgment much more fully than his 
famous fellow-countryman and predeces- 
sor, Omar Khayyam, but he has not a 
Fits Gerald to put him into the lumi- 
nous verse of the Rubalyat.“ Nearly one- 
half of the Gulistan consists of philo- 
sophical or didactic rhymes, but Sir Edwin 
has succeeded in raising only a few of these 
above the rank of d I. 0 

One likes best Sir Edwin's prefatory rhap- 
sody over Sa’di, who was really the Horace 
and Marco Polo of the far East combined 
into one rich and gracious nature.“ One can 
imagine the shrewd but kindly philosopher- 
poet wandering over most of Asia and a part 
of Europe, in the days when traveling was 
not done in Pullman cars, writing his little 
moral or immoral anecdotes, or verse sand- 
wiches, and philosophizing on what he saw. 
He says he never complained except once, 
when hie feet were bare and he had no money 
to buy shoes. But he saw a man, without 
feet, and became instantly contented with 
his jot. . 

„They asked me,“ he writes in the Gulis- 
tan, of whom didst thou learn manners? 
I replied, From the inmannerly. What- 
ever I saw them do which I disapproved of 
that I abstained from doing. 

Once, when he was wandering through 
India, he came upon a holy shrine of Siva, 
and nearly paid with his life for his restless 
inquisitiveness. Sir Edwin Arnold tells the 
story well, though he insists on marring it 
by calling dervishes darweeshes.“ just 
he calls a vizier a wuzeer,” a soothsayer a 
„% munjjami,” and the like: 

Every morning at sunrise the image of the god 
in the great temple, with its eyes made of dia- 
monde and its robes of jeweled gold, lifted its 
hands in blessing to all the votaries who flocked 
from far and near to witness the mighty miracle. 
Na di, though a believer in divine things, was a 
bit of a skeptic about dervishes and priestly 
humbug generally, and so, having hidden himself 
one Gay behind the image, he saw the attend- 
ant est working its arms with a rope, and 
there “pulling ot the portent. Unluckily, 
the priest also observed Ga'di, and having attempt- 
ea to capture him that gentle-hearted but in- 
trepid traveler found no alternative except to 
throw the Brahmin into the deep well of the tem- 
pi and to fly for safety, having Grst, however, 
emashod the deceitful effigy. 

One wonders which of his little sermons 
Da di founded upon this episode. Perhaps 
it was the one about the King’s son of 
mall stature, who told his father that “a 
little man who is wise counts for more 
than a long man who is foolish,"’ dropping 
into verse after this manner: & 

While sword is sheathed and speech unspoken, 

Of valor or wisdom ye get no token; 

call not the jungle émpty—may be 
tiger sleeps there that ye did not see. 


One of the best of Sa’di's little stories is 
that about the band of Arab robbers who 
“were captured and killed—all but one bright- 
looking boy, who was pardoned at the re- 
quest of a tender-hearted vizier. The boy

head and sagely remarked: |

his protégé’s virtuous qualities and told the 
King how all the old naughtiness had gone 
forth from his disposition, at which the

Shortly after that the reformed youth 
“tied the knot of friendship with a band of 
runagates, killed the Vizier and his two sons, 
carried off a vast agnount of booty, and set 
up as an archrobber in the self-same cave 
where his father had held forth. When they 
told the King of all this he “ seized the hand 
of astonishment in the teeth of indignation,”’ 
but to make an appropriate verse 
on the subject: 
None forges from bad iron a good blade: 
Nor—O ye Hakims—is a villain made 
Honest by teaching. So waste thou not 
Seed on the sands thathwill no spikenard grow; 
He hurts the good who treats the wicked so. 
This doctrine does not quite tally with the 
advanced reform ideas of the nineteenth 
century, but it still remains to be proved 
mat Ga’di has been improved upon.

Strange is the fatality that appears to at- 
tach itself to certain names and titles.

For the young Prince, who 
was most sensitive and in every respect 
blameless, was driven almost into insanity 
by seeing himself suddenly held up to ob- 
loquy in print as implicated in an appalling 
scandal of which he was wholly innocent, 
and into which his name had been dragged 
by the principal parties thereto in the hope 
of averting action on the part of the author- 
ities, while a year or two afterward a brief 
illness carried him off suddenly on the eve 
of the day appointed for his wedding. Those 
who are able to speak with authority on 
this subject are of the opinion that he might 
have recovered had not his spirit been en- 
tirely broken by the unjust and horrible 
charges to which he had been so cruelly 
subjected both at home and abroad.

Both of these monarchs are married meh, 
and not merely fathers of families, but like- 
wise grandfathers, and they seem, aside 
from any question of morality and pro- 
priety, to be singularly lacking in that 
political tact which should teach them that 


= French people are Hable to be more 


ended than flattered when they see royal 


visitors indulging in indiscretions which 


they would not dare to perpetrate in their 
own country. 

No better evidence of the fact that the 
French are sensitive on this point need be 
sought than the aversion in which Napoleon 
III. was held by the bourgeoisie, an aversion 


entirely due to the circumstance that the 
atmosphere of his court was so questionable 


that when foreign royal and imperial per- 


sonages visited France during his reign 


they left their wives at home. 
When Emperor Alexander II. of Russia 


came to France in 1867 he left the Czarina 
at home, and before reaching Paris jele- 
graphed from Nancy to Hortense Schneider. 
then playing The Grand Duchess of 


and Empress of the French. 


One can imagine the noise which there 


would be if any foreign sovereign visiting 
the courts of St. James, of Berlin, Vienna, 
or St. Petersburg were to submit his royal 
or imperial hostess to so gross an affront. 


Samy Pasha, who was Prime Minister of 


Egypt at. the time of the Arabi rebellion, and 
who was foolish enough to side with Arabi 
against the Eurepeans, has just been par- 
doned by the Anglo-Egyptian government 
and permitted to return to Egypt after 
spending no less than seventeen years in 
exile in Ceylon. 


There is but little trace of the Oriental in 


his appearance, for he is blue-eyed, and. 
when I knew him, exceedingly fair-haired. 
When I first made his acquaintance—it was 
during the reign of old Khedive Ismail—he 
had his hands notoriously stained! with the 
blood of no less than three people. 


In the case of two of his victims it was a 


harem tragedy, which as such remained un- 
punished. He believed that he had reason 
to suspect the fidelity of his chief wife, who 
was a member of the same family as the 
mother of the present Khedive, a first eousin, 
I belHeve. He strangled not only her but like-. 
wise her mother, whom he believed to be 
privy to the conspiracy. In fact, the part 
which he played in the Arabi insurrection 
ascribed to the bitter hatred which he ha 
conceived against his wife’s family in con 
nection with her treachery. The third mur- 
der which was laid at his door was that of 
Ismail Pasha Sadyk, the all-powerful Minis- | 
ter of Finance, whom, with the assistance of 
the present Premier, he strangled by orders | 
of Khedive Ismail in 1877, at the close of a | 
supper on board the Khedival yacht, to 
which the unfortunate statesman had been 
‘bidden by his sovereign. The present 
Premier, as I have stated before in these 
columns, has his hands scarred by a bite of 
the man whom he put to death. Samy 
Pasha's neck is scarred to this day in the 
same fashion by the nails ot the dying man.

After the close of the insurrection of 1882 


Samy Pasha, who was generally regarded as 
the most sinister scoundrel involved in the 
rebellion, was sentenced to be hanged, and 
would have ornamented the gallows had Lord 
Charles Beresford, then in temporary charge 
of the police of Alexandria, had his way. 
But his sentence at the last momen? was 
commuted to banishment, and for the last 
seventeen years he has been a fellow-exile, 
or rather fellow-captive, of Arabi Pasha. 


Those who were in Egypt during the time 


of the insurrection declare that there was 


none of the rebel leaders who was imbued 


with a greater degree of flerceness than 
Samy, the early stages of whose official 


career do not bear description in print, but 
will be readily imagined by any ‘one who 


has lived in the Orient. 


Arabi now remains the only one of the 


exiles in Ceylon, and were it not for the 


prestige of his name in Egypt he would 
probably have been permitted to return 
home ere this. Of peasant origin and of 
honest, kindly character, he was used as an 
instrument by Samy. A dutiful son, a good 
husband, a kind father, and admitted even 
by his enemies to be a respectable. upright 
man, his conduct in connection with the in- 
surrection may be ascribed to his bigotry in 
matters of religion, to his political ignorance, 
and to the influences by which he was sur- 


rounded. His brown eyes are large, soft, 
kindly, dreamy, and honest and present a 
striking contrast to the shifty, cruel, furtive 


orbs of Samy Pasha. 


George Hugo, grandson of the famous 
French poet, having rendered France too hot 
to hold him and having been abandoned by

work, that the recent order forbidding 
dumping of dredgings within eight miles

letter on the subject. To the charge in 
Major Marshall's letter that the contracts 
had been let after the city had chosen the 
dumping grounds Dr. Reynolds replied that 
it had been understood all along that these 
locations were merely tentative, and argued 
the Major fully understood this because he 
had twice consented to changing them for 
sanitary reasons. It had been understood 
also that the dredgings were to be disposed 
of subject to the city ordinances.
